Daniel Webster, John Calhoun. 

Governor Wilson received a commu- 
nication from Mr. Kountz presenting 
the bust to the State. Kountz said 
that his father was born and reared in 
Ohio and bad always been an ardent 
admirer of Clay and had three times 
voted for him for President. 

The bust was accepted by Governor 
Wilson in behalf of the State. It has 
not been decided where it will be 
placed but Governor Wilson said that 
ht» intended that it should have a most 
prominent place|in the building, where 
it could be seen by all visitors. A 
bust of Clay hy Joel T. Hart occupies 
a prominent place in the library and 
the bust presented by Kountz may be 
placed in the Senate Chamber.

STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES, 



—Total receipts of live stock on the 
Chicago market week ending Sept. 24 
were 67,200 cattle, 65,500 hogs and 
182,300 sheep. This week’s receipts, 
compared with the previous week, in 
round numbers decreased 2,000 cattle, 
19,600 hogs, and increased 47,400 
sheep. Compared with the corres- 
ponding week of 1909 there was an in- 
crease of 4,100 cattle a decrease of 
16,100 hogs and an increase of 63, ‘400 
sheep.
